An application for retirement has been filed by 
Director of Elder Services Jeanne Madden who has not 
reported to her job for about a year.

she would be interested in permanently holding the 
position. 

Town Accountant and Retirement Board Chairman 
Rod Smith said Madden’s retirement application is not 
public record. All he would say is that the board voted 
to submit her application to the state in open session 
last Tuesday, Nov. 
waiting for the state to approve, making it official, he 
said. 

Madden has been drawing from the town’s shared 
“sick bank,” which the town has maintained for the past 
20 years. New employees have the option of taking part 
in the program by donating two sick days to the sick 
bank. Treasurer/Tax collector David Reilly said almost 
all town employees take part in the program. Currently, 
there are 2,193 days in the town’s sick bank, Reilly 
said. Town employees who donate to the sick bank are 
eligible to dip into the bank when their sick time and 
vacation time have expired. There is a year cap on sick 
bank use for each employee. 

In Madden’s case, she donated to the sick bank and 
her first application to withdraw sick time from the 
bank was in January 2004. Employees must submit an 
application and go before a committee each month to 
keep receiving extra sick days, 

Reilly said Madden has used about 180 days of sick 
time from the town’s bank.

No raise for town manager 


Selectmen: Stapczynski met expectations but ‘resources’ unavailable

Selectmen refuse to give Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski a raise, 
saying the town simply cannot 
afford it 

Selectmen stressed the decision 
has nothing to do with his job per- 
formance, but is a reflection of a 
budget that has also left other 
Andover workers without raises. 

Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major read a prepared statement 
Monday night outlining the board’s 
unanimous decision. 


“The Board 
of Selectmen 
reviewed the 
Town Manager’s 
performance for 
the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 
2004 and deter- 
mined that over- 
all he met our 
expectations,” 
Major said. “In 
past years, it has 
been the practice of the board to

directly link the manager's perfor- 
mance and compensation increase. 
Due to lack of available resources 
for cost-of-living adjustments this 
fiscal year, the board has unani- 
mously decided that for fiscal year 
05 they will maintain the town man- 
ager’s compensation at the fiscal 04 
level. 

“This is no reflection on the man- 
ager’s performance,” he continued. 
“Rather it is a statement of the 
town’s fiscal condition at this time.”

or senior center, ask residents who 
support them to buy bonds and 
cover the expenses. It allows them 
to invest in the work, while keep- 
ing everyone’s taxes from increas- 
ing. 

The town of Acton did it, and 
met some success. Leaders there 
Say it is a scenario worth other 
| communities considering. 

Acton, an affluent community 
about 30 miles away from 
Andover, ran a semi-successful 
bond sale to take care of its bor- 
rowing needs. Residents were 
given the chance to buy municipal 
bonds for $1,000 each. The town 
had hoped to sell $300,000 worth, 
but managed to sell just $164,000. 

| The remaining $146,000 had to be 

| borrowed. The money will be used 
to replace a heating system in one 
of the town’s elementary schools 

It was the only project in Acton 
that required bonding for the fore- 
seeable future, town officials there 
said. They said they would do it 
again, even though the results 
were not as successful as they had 
hoped.

Manager's pay frozen

This year’s budget lacks 
money for raises for town work 
ers. Contracts expired on June 
30, and how the town will cover 
the cost of raises is unknown 

Major said the decision to 
keep the town manager’s pay 
the same for another year was 
“probably the quickest decision 
we ever made as a board.” 

I think it sends a message 
that the finances are very tight 
We have nothing (extra),” he 


said, “It was important to us to 


send that message from the top.” 

In the past, the town manag- 
er’s raises have been the same 
percentage as the amount he has 
negotiated with town employ- 
ees. 

Historically, he has not 
received a raise prior to com 
pleting negotiations with unions 
and other town workers. 

Major and Selectman Mary 
Lyman both said they wanted to 
get away from the image that 
whatever the town manager 
negotiates with the unions he 
also takes home for himself. 


“We purposely took the 
action to set his pay before any- 
one else,” Major said. 

When the town manager was 
evaluated last year, he was 
awarded a 3.5 percent raise and 
a $4,000 bonus, bringing his 
annual salary from $112,270 to 
$116,119. 

Stapcezynski said this week 
he could not remember if there 
had been another time in his 14- 
year career as Andover’s town 
manager where he had not 
received a raise.

The committee keeps close tabs 
on applicants and requires a doc- 
tor’s note as part of the application. 
\fter a town employee is approved 
for sick bank withdrawals, up to 20 
sick days are allowed per month.

But Andover’s borrowing is 
on a much larger scale, which 
could present problems drawing 
enough residents to the bond sales 
to raise enough money for a pro- 
ject. The town plans to bond $6 
million long term and borrow $4 
million short term to cover sever- 
al projects. It will take years to 
pay off the new debt. This year 
the town will pay $3.5 million in 
interest for past money bonded, 
said Town Accountant Rod 
Smith. Residents’ tax dollars help 
foot the bill every year. 

The $10 million which 
Andover plans to borrow in total 
will cover seven projects or pur- 
chases such as a $600,000 fire 
truck and a $400,000 retaining 
wall. 

Even with a multi-million dol- 
lar budget, there are still things 
the town just can’t afford to get 
to. But what if the residents 
invested in such projects by pur- 
chasing municipal bonds? 

While the concept is unique, 
Andover officials say it is not an 
option they are considering now 
due in part to the large amount of 
money the town seeks. 

Jon Murray, assistant town 


manager in Acton, brought the 
idea to his fellow officials and 
then to residents there. He said it 
saved the town about $25,000 in 
legal and other bonding fees. Had 
the sale been a complete success, 
it would have saved the town 
about $50,000. 

“Basically, the process cuts 
out the middleman. We didn’t go 
to the market. We went right to 
the people,” said Acton Finance 
Director Steve Barrett. 

Though Acton officials have 
many positive things to say about 
the concept, they also know 
where they went wrong. The 
town didn’t do enough to market 
the idea or get the word out, Bar- 
rett said. 

He said the town was advised 
by bond council to lay off any 
heavy marketing since town offi- 
cials weren’t in a position to be 
offering financial and investment 
advice to residents. But perhaps 
Acton officials played it too safe | 
he said next time they would 
make sure more residents were 
aware of the opportunity. 

The state Ethics Commission 
prevented town employees, board 
members and volunteers from 
buying bonds themselves. Acton 
officials have contacted state Sen.

Pam Resor, D-Acton, to change 
the legislation around municipal 
bond selling so that it would 
allow town volunteers to take part 
in a bond sale. For Acton, that 
would create 300 potential cus- 
tomers. 

Acton leaders say they will see 
if the legislation changes before 
trying it again. They say it might 
be beneficial for other communi- 
ties thinking about trying this 
approach to hold off until then. 

“Each community has to 
determine its circumstances and if 
the community is willing to par- 
ticipate,” Murray said. 

David Reilly, Andover trea- 
surer and tax collector, said the 
town does not have the adminis- 
trative staff or the resources to 
manage selling bonds to resi- 
dents. He also said the town bor- 
rows too much money to break 
off sections like this and that the 
interest rates are extremely com- 
petitive right now. 

Murray said they would prob- 
ably be willing to try a bond sale 
up to $500,000. If there had been 
high demand and a quick sell out, 
he said he might feel differently. 
But he acknowledges Andover is 
working with a much larger 
amount where it might make 
more sense to go the traditional 
routine of borrowing through 
large lenders. 

Andover has borrowed mil- 
lions of dollars each year for the 
past 10 years, Reilly said. 

Murray and Barrett said sell- 
ing bonds to residents does cre- 
ate some additional work for 
the Finance Department at first, 
but once the system is in place 
there is a prototype set up to do 
it again. And again, Acton was 
working on a much smaller 
scale. If every bond sold the 
town was looking at cutting no 
more than 300 checks per year. 
Each bond purchased purchase 
resulted in a pay back of 10 per- 
cent plus an average of 3.1 per- 
cent interest each year based on 
the way Acton has it set up. 

Reilly said he thinks a 4 per- 
cent interest rate is when people 
start to show interest. He said 
the rates the town are getting are 
less than from going out to bid. 

“The interest rate is very 
competitive,” Reilly said. 

Reilly said Andover’s tradi- 
tional way of bringing in the 
big bucks for project seems to 
be working. He said going out 
to bid in a competitive market 
is a lucrative move for the 
town and that the town is accus- 
tomed to the system it uses 
now. 

“You are now becoming a 
bond broker, and we don’t want 
to become a bond broker,” said 
Reilly.

ested in building and locating 
there," said Scott Kelly. "The 
access simply isn't here." 

This land could be the site of 
an additional 500,000 square 
feet of industrial space that 
could produce 1,429 jobs, 
according to a study by the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council. The 
study was presented this week 
by Robert Halpin, the coun- 
cil’s president and chief execu- 
tive officer. 

On Ballardvale Street and 
Research Drive stand almost 
500,000 square feet of vacant 
commercial space, which if 
filled could create another 
1,457 jobs., the study says. 

For 50 years Andover has 
tried to spark industrial devel- 
opment in the south end of 
town with an interchange mid- 
way between Exits 41 and 42. 
In contrast to the direct access 
and the success of the River 
Road industrial area along I-93 
in the north, growth at Lowell 
Junction has been stymied by a 
lack of roads and ramps to the 
highway. 

Narrow River Street in Bal- 
lardvale is one of those that 
clog during peak commutes or 
shift changes. Neighbors have 
even sued in an attempt to 
block pharmaceutical maker 
Wyeth BioPharma from 
expanding in the past because 
of concerns about traffic. Stull, 
about 6,300 workers must com- 
mute to companies in Lowell 
Junction every day. 

A new interchange is seen as 
the key to unlocking develop- 
ment, creating thousands of 
jobs, hundreds of millions of 
dollars in wages, and millions 
in state tax revenues in an area 
that straddles Andover, Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington, the study 
says. 

Along with the interchange, 
the council's "white paper" 
calls for the creation of a train 
and bus shuttle center along the 
Haverhill commuter rail line. 
This station would provide a 
direct rail link to the $22 mil- 
lion Patricia McGovern Trans- 
portation Center project now 
being built on Merrimack 
Street in Lawrence. 

It could also help feed shop- 
pers to a proposed mall that 


Arlington, Va.-based The Mills 
Corp., a national mall develop- 
er, plans to build on the west 
side of the highway in Tewks- 
bury. 

Mills Corp.'s 750,000- 
square-foot regional mall plan 
and its interchange road design 
have drawn the most interest 
and are responsible for jump- 
starting the latest interchange 
efforts. 

Under the best-case sce- 
nario, the mall and the inter- 
change would be built together 
over two years and be finished 
by fall 2008, project officials 
said this week. 

In all, with development on 
the east and west sides of I-93, 
Lowell Junction could support 
4,500 to 11,575 more jobs if 
fully built out, generating 
wages of $400 million to $1 
billion. 

The new jobs would boost 
state payroll taxes, both direct- 
ly and indirectly, generating 
$21.6 million to $53.1 million, 
Halpin said. 

Sales taxes generated from 
the mall would be $9.2 million 
alone. Hotels proposed for land 
in Wilmington on the Perkins 
property south of the mall site 
might generate another 
$200,000. 

Communities might see an 
additional $4.2 million to $6.6 
million in property tax growth. 

Halpin estimates that 45 per- 
cent of the wages would stay in 
the Merrimack Valley, as that is 
the percentage of employees 
who work in the area today 
who live in the 24 communities 
that make up the region from 
Pepperell to Salisbury. 

Of those jobs, roughly 3,000 
to 9,100 could come from high- 
end manufacturing. Another 
2,300 jobs would be added on 
the retail side if the mall is 
built. The mall construction 
alone would provide 3,350 
construction jobs. 

Many of the jobs that would 
be created have the potential to 
be high-wage and highly 
skilled in biotechnology or in 
retail, the study said. 

Many of the jobs would also 
employ local people, as the top 
communities that send workers 
to Lowell Junction are 
Andover, North Andover, 
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Haverhill, Methuen and 
Lawrence. 
Wyeth BioPharma's 


Andover campus, now at two- 
thirds of its intended size, is the 
second-largest employer of 
Lawrence residents besides 
Lawrence General Hospital. 

Wyeth, Gillette and Charles 
River Laboratories get many of 
their workers from Lawrence 
and Methuen. 

"The fact is, building an 
interchange to improve access 
at Lowell Junction is a popular 
idea that makes real economic 
sense," Congressman Martin T. 
Meehan, D-Lowell, said Thurs- 


day as he announced $2 million , 


in federal money to design the 
interchange. 

The money Meehan 
announced will help pay for 
what could be a $40 million 
public-private project. 

Meehan said the roads and 
ramps would boost a growing 
life sciences cluster. 

The project could nudge 
along Wyeth's expansion plans. 
The company plans to add 
150,000 square feet and 1,000 
jobs at its campus, the study 
says. Wyeth officials attended 
the meeting Thursday. 

But the life sciences compa- 
nies do not only include Wyeth. 
There also are Eisai Research 
Institute, Charles River Labs, 
Hydrocision, Mayo Medical 
Laboratories, Microcomplete 
Cleaning, ONI Medical Sys- 
tems, Patterson Dental Supply 
Inc. and Philips Medical Sys- 
tems, among others. 

Even the Kellys are willing 
to give away land for the ramps 
and roads. 

"We are actually willing, 
along with the other landown- 
ers, to grant the access so that 
the state or the federal govern- 
ment doesn't have to pay for 
eminent domain," Scott Kelly 
said. "We simply give them the 
access to build this, and in 
exchange, we have the access 
so we can go ahead and grow 
this area." 

Beyond the jobs and money, 
Halpin is trying to position the 
interchange as a smart-growth 
project, building on existing 
roads, vacant industrial build- 
ings and infrastructure. 

The interchange could

lone of Carlone Associates said 
during the meeting at Merri- 
mack College. Carlone, an 
urban designer, laid out the 
original vision for 40 acres of 
development in East Cam- 
bridge 

Carlone suggested that a 
location for a proposed train 
and transit station should not be 
to the east of Gillette's facility 
on Burtt Road, as has been pro- 
posed. 

Rather, it should be moved 
south into Wilmington, in the 
area where there's a proposal 
for hotels and the mall, he said. 

"IT looked at this and said, 
‘Geesh, doesn't it make initial- 
ly more sense to have it down 
south and west of the highway 
where there is literally a mile 
of land, in fact 400 acres? ... 
It's also closest to the shopping 
center proposal," Carlone said. 

Carlone, who has worked 
on developments in Lawrence 
and Chelsea, advised officials 
to create a vision for the area, 
and to think about creating as 
much of a mix of homes, 
shops and businesses as possi- 
ble. 

Many of the goals in devel- 
oping the area coincide with 
sustainable development poli- 
cies being pushed by Gov. Mitt 
Romney's administration, 
Halpin and Carlone said. 

"| think it's absolutely con- 
sistent with smart growth," 
Halpin said. 

The Kellys say they would 
consider a mixed use of hous- 
ing, retail and offices on their 
land. 

"It promotes development in 
the area and the potential for 
smart growth," Brandon Kelly 
said. 

But more planning needs to 
be done, Halpin said, with 
Andover taking the lead. 

‘Andover should really get 
together with Dennis (Car- 
lone), develop a vision and start 
selling it," Halpin said.

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OR YEARS, BALLARDVALE RESIDENTS have called 

for a slip ramp off Interstate 93 into their area of 
town. Their neighborhood streets have been clogged 
with traffic from the employees of Lowell Junction 
businesses. Soon, they might get their ramp between 
exits 41 and 42. When they do, Andover will also 
open industrial land to further development, giving 
its revenue stream a needed wellspring. 

Two million federal dollars will be available to 
design this long-awaited ramp, the government 
announced last week. But the ramp is not meant to 
reduce work-related traffic on Ballardvale’s side 
streets only. A new option is also intended to open 
development of unused industrial land in Andover, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. This plan includes pro- 
viding access so a mall can be built in Tewksbury, 
and existing Andover companies such as Wyeth Bio- 
Pharma and Gillette can expand. Andover residents 
have sued to stop expansion because of the existing 
traffic problems. 

There is also talk of closing the existing Ballard- 
vale and Wilmington commuter rail stations and cre- 
ating a new station with more parking somewhere 
closer to the Andover businesses. This will reduce 
train runs from Haverhill to Boston by 11 minutes. 
Planners hope such a new station, with possible bus 
shuttles to businesses, will further ease traffic while 
attracting commerce to the area. 

The impact from the Junction project will create an 
estimated $1.8 million boost in property tax revenue 
each year for Andover alone, says the Merrimack 
Valley Economic Development Council. A council 
document says, “This additional tax revenue repre- 
sents that largest opportunity for commercial proper- 
ty tax growth in each of the three towns” affected by 
the ramp: Andover, Tewksbury and Wilmington. It’s 
money Andover can use, as it is currently operating 
on a budget with no money for employee raises. 
Andover will also need this cash if it hopes to oper- 
ate a new senior center, youth center or fire house. 

With proper planning from Andover about the type 
of growth it wants, the slip ramp could usher in one 


of the most significant developments Andover has | 


seen in years.

ing on Tuesday, Dec. 14. Its 
seasonal proximity to 
Christmas, along with our 
American tendency to 
transform every religious and secular observance 
into an opportunity to buy things, has elevated 
Hanukkah to a new level. Still, Hanukkah’s uni- 
versal ethos remains relevant. 

Two thousand years ago, the Jews faced two 
challenges. The first was the Greco-Syrian over- 
lords who defiled the sacred temple, and sought 
to deny the Jews their faith and traditions. After 
three years, Judah Maccabee and his rag-tag band 
of rebels managed to defeat the enemy, and the 
temple was rededicated. A small cruse of sacred 
oil, expected to last for only a day or two, was 
found and the eternal light was rekindled. Mirac- 
ulously, the oil lasted for eight days, enough time 
for more of the sacred oil to be found. 

lhe second test was the desire of many of the 


: Jews themselves to willingly surrender their 
unique culture and faith. For the first time, Jews 


were introduced to Greek philosophy and culture. 


: Many in the Jewish community were enticed by 
: these new ideas, and more than eager to abandon 
the practices of their ancestors. 


The contemporary message of Hanukkah is 
also two-fold. First, no one has the right to tell 
another what to believe or how to practice his or 
her faith, so long as it does not impinge on the 


: rights of others. Secondly, today’s strongest reli- 


gious groups are those that steadfastly adhere to a 
set of core values, while recognizing that we live 
in an ever-changing world. Modernity is not 
always the enemy. Successful religions are able 
to adapt to the times, relating to the world 
through the lens of their own unwavering princi- 
ples. 

Aiexis de Tocqueville wrote in his famous 
1831 report Democracy in America, “1 do not 
know whether all Americans have a sincere faith 
and religion, for who can search the human 
heart? But I am certain that they hold it to be 
indispensable to the maintenance of republican 
institutions. This opinion is not peculiar to a class 
of citizens or to a party, but it belongs to the 
whole nation and to every rank of society.” 

Last month’s election proved that Americans 
care deeply about religion, and that many of us 
form opinions about issues based upon our faith. 
The fact that, as de Tocqueville wrote, “Religion 
takes no part in the direct government of soci- 
ety,” is an indication that we Americans are gen- 
erally an open-minded people, capable of tolerat- 
ing a range of views on some of the most contro- 
versial issues of the day. 

The universal and timeless message of 
Hanukkah is that a religion stays strong when it 
remains loyal to its principles. It continues to be 
relevant when it boldly and confidently confronts 
the changing world in which we live. These indis- 
pensable values can only lead to a more tolerant, 
compassionate and just society, and they are 
noble ideals to which men and women of all 
faiths can aspire.

Recently the Historical Soci- 
ety staff and board held a series 
of focus-group discussions with 
longtime members and support 
ers and with current and poten- 
tial community partners. We 
heard many positive and 
encouraging comments about 
the organization and its role in 
Andover. We also heard one 
question over and over: What is 
going on with the Blanchard 
House? Why is it in such 
deplorable condition? 

The Amos Blanchard House 
has been the fortunate beneficia 
ry of decades of care and con- 
cern by its original owners and 
by Andover Historical Society 
members. In addition to changes 
made by the Historical Society 
when it took possession in 1937, 
Society members were very 
active in the care and expansion 
of the building throughout the 
1950s and 1960s. In the 1970s, 
generous member bequests 
resulted in the Purdon Wing 
library and archive and other 
work. Through the 1980s, Soci-

ety members researched and 
renovated the interior spaces to 
create the Blanchard House 
exhibit. Still more maintenance 
was performed in the early 
1990s when the barn roof was 
reshingled with hand-split heart- 
wood shakes. 

Maintenance on the Blan- 
chard House slowed between 
1995 and 2001. Those who were 
involved with the Historical 
Society during those years will 
remember them as a time of 
internal turmoil from which the 
organization started to emerge 
in early 2002. 

In early 2003, a reinvigorated 
Historical Society Board under- 
took an overhaul of the Blan- 
chard House’s failing heating, 
ventilating and air-conditioning 
system. Over the course of the 
year, the Society invested over 
$35,000 in replacing the entire 
system, which now is helping to 
preserve its significant collec- 
tions. On Nov. 29 and 30 the 
roof of the original Blanchard 
House was replaced. 

As home owners and 
dwellers, we all understand the 
importance of furnaces and 
roofs, but as stewards of a his- 
toric house museum we also 
understand that this is not visi- 
ble work. What the community 
sees 1s the peeling paint, sagging 
shutters and deteriorating fence. 
For those who spent so much 
time, energy and money caring 
for this important building, the 
condition of the Blanchard 


Historical Society: Time for ‘Gateway’ to a fresh look 


House’s public face is disturb- 
ing. We have heard our commu- 
nity’s concern and, more impor- 
tantly, on behalf of the Amos 
Blanchard House, we appreciate 
and share that concern. 

Since early in 2003, the board 
and staff have been working ona 
project we call “Gateway,” a plan 
to address the deferred mainte- 
nance of and improvements to 
the house and landscape. Gate- 
way includes repairing and paint- 
ing the fence; repairing and 
painting the clapboards, trim and 
shutters; roof work; new storm 
windows; landscape upgrades; 
improved physical and visual 
access to the barn for displays 
and education programs; and 
improved exterior lighting and 
signage. Taken as a whole, Gate- 
way is designed to preserve and 
protect our most valuable artifact 
and to create a more welcoming 
public face for the Blanchard 
House and the Historical Society. 
Based upon professional survey 
and recommendations, the esti- 
mated cost of the Gateway pro- 
ject is $300,000. 

Rather than wait until the 
entire amount can be raised, the 
board of directors has decided to 
focus immediately on the exteri- 
or restoration of the Blanchard 
House. Improvements and 
expansion plans will be delayed 
until the Amos Blanchard 
House has become, once again, 
a worthy landmark on 
Andover’s Main Street. Carpen-

I read a story in the Eagle Tri- 
bune on Wednesday, Dec. | 
("Hundreds mourn Marine), that 
was most moving and thought- 
provoking, about the funeral of a 
Marine from Haverhill killed in 
combat in Iraq. I know that this 
is a “Haverhill” story, but it 
should receive attention in 
Andover. One of the reasons this 
situation continues is that people 
in affluent and comfortable com- 
munities, like Andover, where 
for the most part youth do not 
enter the military, continue to 
tolerate this. 

The article told the poignant 
story of yet another local young 
man, this one with many other 
life options and opportunities, 
including the Ivy League and 
Wall Street, who chose the mili- 
tary. Now we bury him. This is 
madness, and it’s worse than 
Vietnam, in terms of motives for 
being there and the pathetic state 
of the Iraqi “soldiers” who we 
are training. An article in the 
New York Times two days ago 
described how our Marine units 
consider the Iraqi troops along- 
side them as “clowns” and have 
to be wary of stray fire from 
them at close range, since they 
cannot handle their weapons. In 
the military, it’s called “negli- 
gent discharge.” No kidding. 

I write this because it affects 
our world directly. Resources 
going into this fiasco drain the 
federal budget drastically, mak- 
ing it even more difficult for 
advocates of vulnerable people 
to make their cases. This is a 
national tragedy going on every 
day. I ask people: please, in 
whatever way you are comfort- 
able, speak out on this.

Will Catholics force other Catholics from public life?

So... we've come full circle. 
The Inquisition has returned. 

The Massachusetts Bay 
Colony had no place for 
Catholics. It had no place for 
Roger Williams or Anne 
Hutchinson either. In the days of 


| Cotton Mather, one was expect- 
' ed to attend church at least 


weekly; those who did not 
would be visited by the sheriff. 
Separation of church and state 
did not come to the 13 colonies 
from English roots. It was the 
Dutch in New Amsterdam who 
demanded religious freedom 
from Peter Stuyvesant, since it 
was the right of citizens of the 
Dutch Republic. Those in Hol- 
land knew that immigrants from 
all over Europe went there 
because of the religious freedom 
it offered. When the English 
took over New Amsterdam and 
it became New York, they left 
the right to religious freedom in 
place; a century later the other 
English colonies incorporated 
that same language into the Bill 
of Rights, also modeled after 
Jefferson's “Statute of Religious 
Freedom,” which had been cre- 
ated to respond to the prior 
harassment of Baptist preachers 
in Virginia. 

Now we have those of the 
religious right who wish to 


| impose their understanding of 


the world on all of us again. 
Barbara L’Italien has been 
caught in the middle. What was

her offense? Not that she had an 
abortion. Not that she advised 
anyone else to have an abortion, 
and not even that she believes 
that an abortion is the right thing 
for another person to choose. 
Rather, she believes that as a 
legislator she does not have the 
right to impose her own person- 
al values or those of her Church 
on those who do not share those 
values; indeed, or even on those 
who may not look to the Old 
Testament as their frame of ref- 
erence, 

John Kennedy gave his 
famous speech to the Greater 
Houston Ministerial Association 
in 1960 stating that he believed 
“in an America in which no 
Catholic prelate should tell a 
president how to act, where no 
public official would either 
request or accept instructions on 
public policy either from the 
Pope or the National Council of 
Churches or any other ecclesias- 
tical source, and where no reli- 
gious body seeks to impose its 
will, directly or indirectly, upon 
the general populace or the pub- 
lic acts of its officials... 

“I do not speak for my 
Church on public matters, and 
the Church does not speak for 
me ... whatever decisions may 
come before me if I am elected 
president of the United States, I 
will make my decisions in 
accordance to what my con- 
science tells me to be in the 
national interest and without 


regard to outside religious pres- 
sure or dictate ... If I should 
lose this election on the basis 
that 40 million Americans lost 
their right to become president 
on the day they were baptized, 
then it is the whole nation that 
would be the loser.” 

Since that day, we, Catholic 
and non-Catholic alike, have 
been served by Catholic legisla- 
tors and appointed government 
officials, at every level of gov- 
ernment, whose contributions to 
American life would allow them 
to stand proudly next to any of 
the Founding Fathers and next 
to John Kennedy as well. The 
Archbishop of Denver would 
deny John Kerry communion; 
some congregants in Andover 
would deny L'Italien the oppor- 
tunity to lead others in giving 
voice to their religious commit- 
ment. Are ordained Catholics 
going to force other Catholics 
out of public life? Will Catholic 
public officials have to decline 
seeking communion to remain 
faithful to their oath of office 
and still attend their Church;

TEACHERS CONTRACT 


Teacher: Receiving more than COLA is about respect 


Editor, Townsman: 
Historically, collective bar- 
gaining between the Andover 
Education Association and the 
Andover School Committee is 
usually a contentious “tug of 
war.” Despite the consistent 


| excellence achieved by the 
| school system, the town’s insti- 


tutional culture fosters a bar- 
gaining process that awards 
token raises which usually par- 
allel cost of living (COLA). Of 
course, there is a long-term 
strategy which accounts for this: 
Andover’s financial wizards are 
very content to rank statewide in 
the middle of 350 cities and 
towns on per pupil expenditure. 
As long as we maintain our lofty 
status in MCAS and other mea- 


| surable standards, why reward 


teachers with legitimate raises? 
Such raises would show undo 
respect for a job well done. The 
current negotiations are the lat- 
est version, but have taken lack 
of respect to new lows. Walk a 


| mile in our shoes, and perhaps 


you will begin to understand, 
even sympathize with our col- 
lective perception of being dis- 
respected. 

When bargaining began, it 
was interest-based, which 
required time-consuming 
research with the goal of avoid- 


| ing the nastiness so common in 


the past. The intent of the 
research was an objective com- 
parison of Andover with similar 


| communities. Lack of respect 


occurred when it became clear 
that the School Committee 
lacked the intent to abide by the 
results of fact-finding. Interest-

based? Yes, if the facts allowed 
a settlement that fit the town’s 
preconceived budget model. 
Why is this viewed as a lack of 
respect? The process occurred 
under false pretenses. The 
School Committee knew in 
advance that they probably 
could not offer a contract based 
on the research because the 
town manager's budget did not 
include an actual raise, let alone 
a fair cost of living allowance. 
Last week’s Townsman featured 
disingenuous focus on Andover 
teachers’ average salary near the 
top of the communities being 
compared. Average salary is the 
least pertinent item compared, 
because in Andover it represents 
the advanced average age of 
teachers, i.e. those about to 
retire. Each retiree frees up 
$35,000 to $40,000 compared to 
the replacement cost. The num- 
ber of teachers over 55 in each 
town would be more revealing 
and useful. Chairman Tony 
James will not speak so loosely 
with the most telling stats. He’s 
more comfortable with the 
proverbial spin zone on page 
one. 

Following the superinten- 
dent’s flirtation with Cambridge, 
it started raining disrespect. 
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When her attempt to leave 
Andover failed, she came back 
with her hand out, looking for 
financial security. Despite her 
lame-duck status during the 
summer break, she was reward- 
ed with a platinum handshake, 
negotiated and approved with- 
out much opportunity for public 
scrutiny. 
Teachers took this personally 
because the School Committee 
chose to give a merit raise and 
annuity perks to someone who 
aggressively tried to leave 
Andover. The arrogance of this 
scenario speaks volumes. A fig- 
urehead is honored for the 
achievements of the rank and 
file? “In your face, AEA.” Con- 
sider the symbolism of, “You 
wanted to leave us, but we real- 
ly appreciate your work in 
Andover. Stay here, because 
now you owe us allegiance.” A 
backroom political deal favor- 
ing management over labor? 
What a surprise! The School 
Committee probably thinks 
none of the above is connected 
to teacher negotiations. Wel- 
come to the real world. We con- 
nect all the dots on this game- 
board; it is not a shell game. 
As I complete my career, I 
feel very fortunate to have 
taught thousands of Andover 
students. If I retire this year 
without a fair contract, disre- 
spect from the School Commit- 
tee will diminish my fond mem- 
ories.

Town officials are looking 
at an alternative plan for 
Recreation Park that would 
move the planned youth center 
closer to Abbot Street and 
locate some proposed athletic 
fields elsewhere in town.

project plans. Bids on the 
Andover High School project 
were opened Wednesday after- 
noon with an apparent low bid 
of $20,178,000 submitted by 
the joint venture of the Stone 
Builcing Co. of Providence, 
R.L. 

The winter parking ban 
went into effect for Andover 
beginning Thursday, Dec. 1, 
and continuing through April 
1. Parking is prohibited on all 
town streets and municipal 
parking lots, including school 
lots, from 1 to 6 a.m. Violators 
are subject to a $10 fine and 
may be towed if it snows.

Leaving adults in his dust 


Clocking fast times comes naturally to local fifth-grader

utrunning a celebrity, 
a police officer and 
the town manager is 
all in a day’s work for 
Ryan Cooney. 

He’s been dubbed one of the 
fastest runners in the country, 
and he’s only 10. 

The High Plain Elementary 
School student finished the 5- 
kilometer Feaster Five Road 
Race in 22 minutes and |4 sec- 
onds, leaving several hundred 
adults, including actor Matt 
Damon, Damon’s police securi- 
ty escort Mark Higginbottom 
and town manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski, in the dust. 

“T always look at the next 
person’s back, and pass one at a 
time,” says Ryan. “And you 
never sprint at the start because 
you just get tired before you

settle down.” 

The fifth-grader ranked 18th 
in the nation this year, out of his 
age group, in the 1,500-meter 


race, earning him the title of 


All-American Runner. 

On Saturday, Ryan and more 
than 3,000 young athletes in 10 
different age groups will con- 
verge on Schaumburg, Ill., to 
compete in the Junior Olympic 
Cross Country Championships. 

Ryan paved his way to the 
Junior Olympic trail during the 
regional races in October. He 
finished first out of 70 kids from 
four states, and then finished in 
second place a week later 
among 102 runners from three 
additional states. 

Proven to be one of the 
fastest kids on foot, Ryan’s 
speed was actually discovered 
by chance.

“He used to come to his sis- 
ter’s track-team practices,” says 
his mom, Cheryl Cooney. “He 
wasn’t really interested in run- 
ning himself. He used to just 
come along for the nde.” 

But the Lynx Elite of Haver- 
hill needed five members to 
make up its track team and 
asked the Andover boy to fill a 
spot. Even at age 8, Ryan qual- 
ified to run at the national level. 

“| started doing sprints with 
the team just for fun,” says 
Ryan. “I found out I was fast 
after I joined, so I kept on 
going.” 

Ryan practices five days 
each week with the team. He 
spends the other two days run- 
ning on his own turf, around 
High Plain Elementary School. 

The track star’s best advice 
for beginning runners is to pace 


themselves. 

“If you're just starting out, 
do a couple of miles each week, 
then keep doing more as you 
get better,” he suggests. 

Ryan also enjoys playing 
baseball, soccer and basketball, 
but confesses that he gives his 
best performance on the track. 

“He is pretty amazing,” says 
his mother. “He’s been lucky to 
have a great coach like Mick 
Grant. The coach has been real- 
ly instrumental in Ryan’s  suc- 
cess.” 

Out of all the races Ryan has 
conquered, including taking 
first place in his age division for 
the Boston Mayor’s Cup, he 
calls the Feaster Five his 
favorite event. 

“It’s not competitive. It’s just 
fun,” Ryan says. “All you do is 
just go out and run.”

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Young authors take spotlight 


Stories by Andover High students published in book with works of well-known writers

Not long ago, if someone told 
David Gardner he'd be published 
alongside literary giants like Jack 
Kerouac and Robert Frost, the 
17-year-old would have laughed. 

But no more. 

Gardner and 10 other students 
from Andover High School 
learned a lesson in achieving 
dreams as their original works 
bump against some of the coun- 
try’s most influential writers in 
The Merrimack Literary Review. 
The students’ efforts are gaining 
some serious attention, while 
earning them some cash for col- 
lege. 

“Tt was the most recognized 
I’ve ever been for anything in my 
life,” said Gardner, who wrote a 
short story titled The Hangar. “It 
made the future that I want to 
have seem more realistic.” 

In the collection, Andover’s 
teen voices spill across the pages 
with energy, intensity and hon- 
esty, said Ron Howland, co-edi- 
tor and English teacher at the 
high school. 

Hardcover volumes of the 
book, available at the Andover 
Bookstore, cost $12. Proceeds 
benefit scholarships for aspiring 
writers. Howland said money 
from sales will also help generate 
a second book in the future. 

Co-editor and English teacher 
Greg Waters wrote in his fore- 
word that the voices within, 
young and old, provide an ade- 
quate looking glass into the Mer- 
rimack Valley’s past, present and 
future. 

“Greg and I learned quickly 
that we had some unusual talent,” 
Howland said of the ability of the 
student writers. “The writing is 
neither amateur or childish. It’s 
eloquent and sometimes edgy, 
and the voices are authentic.” 


Memorial service today at GLTS

“This will be the first plaque we install on the wall,” said 
school superintendent Frank Vacirca. “We hope we never have to 
hang another one. David made the ultimate sacrifice and we want 


to honor him and his parents.” 


Vicente studied heavy equipment at the technical school. 
Friends and family say the soldier had a “knack” for fixing all 


things mechanical. 


Ken Henrick, former US marine and member of the GLTS 
School Committee, will talk about Vicente’s life, achievements 


and heroism. 


“We're very respectful of his patriotism,” Vacirca said. “His 
death is a devastating loss to the community.” 
A reception will be held following the ceremony at the high 


school on 57 River Road. 


Howland said local artists 
have praised the collection of 
short stories and poems that was 
published over the summer, call- 
ing the merger of famous names 
and unknowns a groundbreaking 
triumph in the literary world. 

Fiction writer Andre Dubus III 
of Newburyport was eager to 
write the book’s introduction 
after hearing the high schoolers’ 
creative works. The author of the 
successful novel House of Sand 
and Fog attended a reading at the 
Andover Bookstore, along with 
award-winning poet Rhina 
Espaillat, shortly after the anthol- 
ogy was published. 

“Rhina Espaillat was reading 
passages from the book,” How- 
land recalled. “When she finished 
there was loud applause and 
Andre (Dubus) leaned over and 
said it was a remarkable piece. I 
told him it was from one of our 
students. He was thrilled and said 
he couldn’t believe that someone 
so young could have control of 
prose like that.” 

Howland said his young 
authors’ writing evolved through 
workshops where students were 
their own soundboards for cre- 
ative inspiration. 

“They were piercingly honest 
about their own work and anyone 
else’s,” Howland said. “One 
thing about adolescence is that 
underneath it all, they cannot 
stand phoniness.” 

A collective voice allowed 
Nancy Meyers, 17, to delve 
deeper into her emotions. Her 
poem Pressure is sandwiched in 
the book between works by Ker- 
ouac and Howland. 

“T thought we worked really 
well as a community,” said Mey- 
ers, who also tutors children in 
the summer writing program 
Bread Loaf at Phillips Academy.

acknowledged The Review's 
accomplishment in bridging the 
gap between new and profes- 
sional writers. 

Gardner, whose influences 
include Ernest Hemingway and 
Charles Dickens, said the dedica- 
tion and drive of Howland and 
Waters helped create a unique 
opportunity for young talent. 


“They just really love writing 
and the arts,” said the high 
school senior. “They want to 
help kids succeed and I think 
they do it better than anyone I’ ve 
ever met.” 

Howland returned the compli- 
ment, crediting his students for a 
higher learning experience of his 
own. 


“| think we’re under a mistak- 
en cultural notion that we are 
decaying in terms of character 
and in terms of our young people 
and their capacity for hard work 
and productivity,” he said.

He also coordi- 
nates film analysis and is one the team’s top 
recruiters in a program known for its ability to 
land star high schoolers.
